They  are  displayed 
in  the  standard  form  used  for  decades  by  my  predecessors  thereby  allowing  some 
comparison  of  figures. 

It  is  interesting  to  look  back  50  years  to  the  Borough  of  Newark  M  oO„H0  Report 
for  1912.  Birth  rate  was  24.5  (1972  16,0)  Infant  Mortality  Rate  8602  (1972  16.0), 
Death  rate  13,6  (1972  12.3),  Estimated  population  16,590  (1972  24,580)

As  this  report  is  compiled  during  1973,  it  is  with  regret  that  I  note  the  death  of 
Alderman  A,  E,  Whomsley  on  February  22nd  -  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Watch  Committee  of  Newark  Borough  for  22years,  His  experience  and  knowledge  on 
local  health  matters  was  always  valued,  and  his  deep  feeling  for  the  wellbeing  and 
welfare  of  his  fellow  countrymen  and  women  was  to  be  much  admired* 

This  is  almost  certain  to  be  the  last  full  report  of  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  District  Council  -  the  official  post  is  legally  "terminated"  on  31st  March  1974  * 
What  the  future  holds  I  know  not,  but  the  improvement,  in  health  and  wellbeing  of  the 
community  during  the  existence  of  Health  Departments  (approx.  100  years)  is  surely 
a  strong  foundation  on  which  to  build* 

I  thank  all  members  for  their  tolerance  during  Committee  readings  of  statistics 
and  for  their  help  throughout  the  year* 

May  I  also  thank  my  colleagues  both  local  government  and  medical  for  their 
friendly  cooperation . 

In  particular,  may  I  thank  my  own  staff  for  their  consistent  loyalty  and  team¬ 
work  for  the  benefit  of  the  Department,  It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  work  with 
them,  and  I  wish  them  all  well  in  their  new  pastures.

The  Beacon  Hill  Drainage  Area  which  will  provide  additional  sewers  for 
the  development  now  proceeding  apace  between  Clay  Lane  and  Beacon  Hill  has 
now  started  and  tins  contract  also  includes  surface  water  sewers  and  the 
alterations  to  existing  sewers  in  the  Sleaford  Road/Beacon  Hill  Road  area  whic 
would  ameliorate  the  surcharge  conditions  which  occasionally  occur  in  low 
lying  parts.  Another  scheme  is  also  contracted  out  for  the  cessation  of 
domestic  sewage  pollution  of  the  River  Trent  by  a  new  sewage  pumping  statior 
on  the  Town  Wharf,  this  latter  scheme  is  due  for  completion  in  19  73.  The  total 
estimated  cost  of  these  schemes  is  approximately  £710,000.

The  number  of  complaints  dropped  very  slightly  to  37 7,  and  all  were  investi¬ 
gated  promptly.  Many  complaints  are  concerned  with  alternative  housing 
accommodation  rather  than  repairs  to  the  existing  dwelling. 

2  6  houses  in  Tolney  Lane  were  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  Clearance  '  nroc^dur  war  begun  in  February  being  confirmed  in  July. 
At  the  time  of  writing  only  one  family  remains  to  be  rehoused. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  18  individual  houses,  2  houses 
were  the  subject  of  undertakings  not  to  relet.  10  houses  were  demolished 
during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  3  houses,  the  owners  agreed  to  carry  out 
works  of  repair  and  improvement. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Complaints  regarding  atmospheric  pollution  arise  largely  on  account  of  the 
burning  of  rubbish  of  various  kinds  including  rubber  and  old  vehicles. 

Nuisance  from  industrial  chimneys  is  virtually  non  existent  and  it  seems 
that  smoke  nuisance  from  the  domestic  chimney  is  diminishing  with  the 
increasing  use  of  smokeless  fuels. 

Noise 

24  visits  have  been  made  as  the  result  of  complaints  of  noise  nuisance.  In 
the  majority  of  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  take  steps  to  mitigate  the 
nuisance  but  there  are  occasional  incidents  which  require  considerable  time 
and  effort  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  solution.  We  live  in  an  increasingly 
noisy  world  and  it  is  clear  that  the  demand  for  a  reduction  in  the  noise 
level  will  increase.  Already  there  is  an  awareness  of  the  risks  resulting 
from  excessive  noise  and  an  equal  determination  to  keep  noise  at  an 
acceptable  level. 

Food  and  Drugs  Inspection 

We  continue  to  maintain  100%  inspection  of  meat  at  the  Abattoir. 

Inspections  of  food  premises  is  considered  a  high  priority  and  every  effort 
is  made  to  carry  out  inspections  of  food  preparing  premises  as  frequently 
as  possible. 

35  complaints  were  made  to  the  department  during  the  year  regarding  various 
items  of  food.  All  were  investigated  and  in  a  number  of  cases,  proceedings 
were  instituted  against  the  offenders.  A  summary  of  the  complaints  is 
appended  with  details  of  proceedings. 

In  spite  of  much  publicity,  improved  manufacturing  and  transport  processes 
the  complaints  arising  from  mould  in  food  do  not  seem  to  diminish.  In 
the  first  place  the  responsibility  for  the  sale  of  food  which  contains  mould 
rests  with  the  person  selling  to  the  consumer  and  it  is  at  this  stage  in 
the  distribution  process  that  much  more  attention  must  be  paid  to  correct

Rodent  Control 


All  complaints  have  been  attended  to  promptly  and  necessary  treatment  given. 
There  is  no  evidence  to  suggest  that  rats  or  mice  are  a  serious  problem  but 
this  is  an  area  in  which  there  can  be  no  relaxation  of  effort.  Control  is 
exercised  by  prompt  and  regular  surveillance  and  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  of  the 
members  of  the  Committee.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  my  colleagues 
in  this  and  other  departments  of  the  authority.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  district  will  be  reasonably 
adequate  when  the  various  schemes  now  under  construction  or  at  design  stage 
are  completed.  At  the  moment  of  course  there  are  problems  in  the  south  eastern 
area,  Sutton-on-Trent  area,  Edwinstowe,  Bilsthorpe  and  Farnsfteld,  but  these 
areas  are  all  covered  by  various  schemes.  There  will  remain  a  number  of 
villages  without  main  drainage  such  as  Laxton,  Egmanton,  Caunton  etc.,  which 
will  have  to  be  dealt  with  eventually. 

The  last  12  months  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  sewer  through  the  Maun 
estate  at  Ollerton  and  the  re-laying  of  certain  sewers  in  Bilsthorpe.  The  greatest 
step  forward  has  been  in  the  commencement  of  work  on  the  South  Eastern  Area 
Sewage  Scheme  and  the  Maun  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
both  of  which  are  progressing  well. 

Public  Cleansing 

No  basic  changes  were  made  to  the  Cleansing  Service  in  Southwell  R,DS  but 
the  Council  agreed  to  make  a  75%  grant  towards  the  cost  of  employing  Street 
Cleaners/Litter  Collectors  by  Parish  Councils.  It  was  also  agreed  that  litter 
bins  should  be  provided  by  Southwell  R.D.C.  in  all  Parishes,,  In  view  of  the 
success  of  the  Litter  Campaign  in  1972  the  Council  agreed  to  hold  two 
Campaigns  during  1973. 

Meat  Inspection 

There  continues  to  be  a  100%  meat  inspection  in  the  Southwell  Rural  District. 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses  remains  at  six.  The  throughput  of  the 
two  largest  of  these,  continues  to  show  an  increase. 

13,345  lbs  of  meat  was  condemned  during  the  year. 

Knackers  Yards 

There  are  two  licensed  Knacker’s  Yards  in  the  Rural  District,  one  of  these  is 
used  in  connected  with  Hunt  Kennels. 

The  premises  were  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition  during  the  year. 
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Food  Hygiene  Regulations 


An  increased  number  of  visits  made  under  these  regulations  revealed  a  good 
general  standard  of  food  hygiene,  the  major  contraventions  occurring  at  the 
larger  catering  establishments  and  retail  outlets. 

Air  Pollution 

With  the  smoke  control  programme  now  under  way,  conversion  work  has  started 
in  the  first  of  the  colliery  villages,  Clipstone. 

As  a  result  of  the  initial  surveys  of  the  1,290  properties  and  the  subsequent 

submission  of  the  smoke  control  order  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment, 
official  confirmation  was  given  on  the  24th  August  of  this  year,  with  the  date 
of  operation  of  the  order  set  for  1st  October,  1973.  With  good  initial  response 
from  householders  wishing  to  complete  heating  schemes  and  conversion,  it  is 
envisaged  that  this  date  will  be  met. 

Progress  on  the  No.  2  smoke  control  area,  which  covers  part  of  Ra  inworth,  is 
also  going  well,  with  initial  surveys  of  the  725  properties  completed.  The 
order  is  at  present  lodged  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  confirmation 
The  operative  date  for  this  order  is  1st  October  1974. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  remainder  of  Ra  inworth  will  be  covered  by  the  No.  3  order 

and  this  proposal  will  be  put  before  the  Health  Committee  and  Council  early 
next  year. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1933  and  1951 

The  total  number  of  licenced  slaughtermen  in  the  Rural  District  was  30  at  the 
end  of  1972. 

Game  Act  1831 

Four  existing  licences  under  the  Game  Act  were  renewed. 

Poultry  Inspection 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  daily  inspection  of  the  largest  poultry  processing 
plant  in  the  District  was  introduced  during  the  year  and  this  has  had  the  effect 
of  improving  the  general  hygienic  standards  involved. 

At  present  the  whole  of  the  poultry  processing  business  is  in  a  state  of  flux 
following  Britain's  entry  into  the  European  Economic  Community,  as  the 
Commission  has  certain  requirements  and  rules  as  regards  the  standard  of 
the  premises  and  practice  and  inspection  procedures,  used  in  the  poultry 
process,  which  vary  significantly  from  those  in  force  under  present  legislation. 

The  European  Economic  Community  directions  which  set  down  the  hygiene  :  and 
inspection  requirements  will  now  need  compliance  by  the  Local  Authority  and 
by  the  trade,  where  white  meat  is  to  be  exported  to  member  states  and  after 
15th  February,  1976  will  need  to  be  complied  with  in  respect  of  home  sales.

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  ten  of  the  twenty  three  cases  listed 
above.  The  Council  was  awarded  costs  and  the  defendants  fined  in  all 
fen  cases  heard.  The  proportion  of  costs  awarded  totalled  78,00,  fines 
£260.00. 

Caravan  Sites  Control  of  Development  Act  I9  60 

The  general  improvement  in  standards  at  the  caravan  sites  in  the  district  was 
maintained  in  1972.  Two  of  the  larger  sites  made  further  improvements, 
eight  new  licences  were  issued,  one  transfer  of  licence  granted  and  one  set 
of  conditions  attached  to  a  licence  was  altered.  A  problem  site  was  vacated 
and  steps  taken  to  effect  is  closure. 

The  problem  of  considerable  settlements  of  itinerants  persists  and  provision 
for  these  travellers,  as  yet,  has  not  been  made  in  the  district,  though 
discussions  of  possible  sites  have  opened  with  the  appropriate  authorities 
and  representatives. 

Pest  Control 


Investigation  and  treatment  continues  as  in  previous  years. 

Rats 

During  1972,  1800  visits  were  made  to  premises  following  complaints  of 
rats.  The  Pest  Control  Officer  reported  an  increased  demand  for  treatment 
of  rats  and  consequently  a  detailed  review  of  the  service,  comparing  the 
year  of  1970  with  1972,  was  undertaken.  This  revealed  no  increase  in  the 
number  of  visits  made,  but  a  disturbing  change  had  occurred  in  that  only 
5%  of  these  were  re-visits  as  compared  to  30%  in  19  70.  Re-visiting  of 
premises  is  essential  if  complete  eradication  of  rats  is  to  be  ensured. 

A  second  disturbing  factor  was  the  sharp  increase  in  emergency  calls, 
where  householders  had  discovered  rats  inside  their  houses.  The  great 
majority  of  these  being  recently  built  houses. 

Because  of  these  changes  in  the  pattern  of  visits,  it  was  recommended  that 
an  Assistant  Pest  Control  Officer  be  employed  to  ensure  that  the  routine 
treatment  of  sewers,  dykes  and  tips  would  be  carried  out  in  a  well  planned 
fashion,  while  the  high  standard  of  service  to  domestic  premises  was 
mainta  ined .
